But who respects privilege? To-day I 
have walked up. the siansa of the hill, off the 
road, at the approach’ to the glen, just in 

ight of the first bridge, and there are but 
few trees left, either to shade as or to make 

friendly rest for the back. This is 
slamity enough, but the view of the beauti- 
‘nl trees that remain, onthe sides not seen 
from the read; is almost unbelievable. Fire- 
places have been made by scores of unthink- 
ing human beings between the roots and up 
against the trunks of them.  Wilfully to 
burn the life out of the heart of a tree in 
ts prime, for the sake of an afternoon's 
pleasure, is a criminal action against the 
community. It will be necessary only to 
point out that it can only be a matter of 
time, and a short time, in the case of some 
of the trees, before a night or a day of high 
wind will level them to the ground, and so 
still further reduce the number, I hope it 
will not be in the day-time; for then happy 
children may pay the penalty, while all who 
use trees for fire places will bear the guilt— 
though, if they run true to type, someone 
else will be blamed. 

There is no excuse for this most evil form 
of thoughtlessness. The hill is studded with 
small and large boulders, and those who have 
built a fire place in the open will agree that 
there will be sufficient for the purpose, 
leaving open the side facing the direction 
from which the wind is blowing. No matter 
if the unfortunate tree has been used for a 
fire-place—build one of stone, and give the 
live creature a chance. I trust that those 
who read this appeal will do their part in 
helping to check the appalling and senseless 
slaughter, and so save the survivors of this

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said that in 1924 a company was 
formed in Dublin having the attractive name 
of the Leinster Development Company, Ltd. 
It consisted of four men, with a capital of 
£100. Its main object was t6 buy the Clon- 
dalkin Paper Mills from the official receiver, 
the company owning them being in. liquida- 
tion. The price. was a sum of £30,000, The 
undertaking was to be floated upon the trust- 
ing Irish public for the sum of £50,000 under 
the guise of furthering Irith industry. The 
profit of £20,000 was to be divided equally 
among the promoters, who h 
£25. each into the Development Company. 
The four original members were the defend- 
ant Calton, who was described as a publisher, 
of Dame street, Dublin, a mán of small 
means; the defendant Newman, described as 
a wholesale picture framer, vf Lower Urmoud 
quay; 4 man named Archdale, produced as 4 
witness, of advanced years, who was an 
assistant in a soap-powder factory, and a man 
named Murray. ' 

The latter was not w witness, but when it 
was stated in court that he had been m jail 
someone rose in court and indignantly pro- 
tested "that it was ‘only for contempt of 
court ”—an offence against justice \s re- 

arded by some as trivial in this country. 

ese inexperienced, ambitious, but cautious 
financiers were unable by their own efforts to 
make any: headway with their project duri 
the year 1924. Whether. it was that they 
were unable to raise the deposit or pre- 
pare t reliminary procedure for 
the new Irish company to carry on 
the ill-fated paper mills was not very clear; 
but in ‘their dilemma they brought on the 
stage in'the beginning of 1925—his lordship 
thought, through the aid of Murray—a man 
named Philip Scher., From that date Scher 
became the master mind, and he showed 
great ability and energy. Calton and New- 
man were not quite sure about him, as their 
conduct show-d, but Calton admitted that 
up to a point, when his action had been left 
without explanation, Scher acted quite pro- 
erly towards them. Newman knew very 
little about him, and was always suspicious. 

His lordship then detailed the subsequent 
negotiations with the Northern Bank. In all 
these negotiations, he said, the bank were 
represented by Mr. Munce, the manager of 
the South Circular road branch; as their 
agent, and by his actions and words, of 
course, they would be bound. His lordship 
thought that, where Mr. Munce’s evidence 
was not cm hg by documents or other cor- 
roborating facts, it was unconvincing. As a 
bank manager he might be clear, alert and 
satisfactory; as a witness he displayed none 
of these qualities. 

In his Jordship’s view,.Mr. Munce’s evi- 
dence was vague and wanting in articularity, 
his recollection failing him obviously on 
many points, and his statements of fact 
being rather matters of inference than distinct 
fromm a record in his memory. He did not 
attribute this defect in Mr. Munce’s evidénce 
to any deliberate untruthfulness. Mr. 
Buchanan, the assistant vn ig of the bank, 
was @ g witness, and evéry quality 
that Mr. Munce lacked. Calton seémed to 
his lordship to be a clear-headed Scotsman, 
full of precision and detail. Newman had 
a good supply of the keenness of his race, 
added to an excitement and indignation at 
losing his £500 which made him at times 
difficuit to follow. Archdall gave his evidencé 
honestly, according to the best of his recol- 
lection. 

Dealing with the interview between the 
defendants and Mr. Munce on the 18th of 
March, his lordship said that he found that 
it was stated, as a result of the documents 
and the discussion that if all went well, the 
defendants would not have to pe anything, 
as ‘all would be cleared out of the purchase 
money, and that if the sale went off the 
Receiver’s letter would, in effect, keep the 
bank and the guarantors safe, All they 
would be liable to pay would be a trivial 
sum for interest, But the serious point was 
that it was alleged against Mr. Munce that 
he was guilty of fraud and fraudulent mis- 
representation. by stating that the letter. of 
guarantee made them liable only for interest. 

- His lordship was quite satisfied that no 
such statement was made by Mr. Munce, 
and if made by anyone in the discussion, as 
was possible, it was only a statement as to 
what might be the ultimate liability in the 
event of the sale going cff aud the money 
being returned to the bank. His lordship 
was equally satisfied that Calton knew the 
real effect of the document as it stood. In 
Newman's case his lordship also found that 
no representation was made by Munce that 
the guarantee made Newman: liable for in- 
terest only. He also found that the whole 
basis and condition of his signing was the 
effective protection by way ‘of counter or 
collateral eecurity from the two documents

ORDER OF HABEAS CORPUS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SUL LIV St AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the matter of Jerome Donovan, a minor, 

Mr. I. Kelly (instructed by Mr. P. W. 
O'Donovan) applied for a conditional order of 
habeas corpus, directed to Julia Cox, Church 
street, Boyle, requiring her to deliver up the 
bedy of Jerome Donovan. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Denis 
Donovan, brether to Jeremiah Donovan, the 
father of thé child, who resides in New York. 
According to the affidavit, the child, some 
time after the death of its mother—a daughter 
of Julia Cox--was brought from New York to 
Ireland by its father. At the request of Vera 
Cox, a maternal aunt, the child was given 
into the care of her mother on the undet- 
standing that they would give it up to the 
father at any time. Eventually Jeremiah 
Donovan returned to New York and re- 
married, and from time to time he sent money 
and clothing to Julia Cox for the child. On 
several occasions Julia Cox, when requested 
to do so, refused to give up the child to any- 
one but the father, although a friend of the 
latter who was on a holiday in Ireland had 
his permission to take the child to America. 
Tn August of last year the child’s father came 
to Ireland’ for the purpose of taking his son 
away with him, but Julia Cox stated that she 
would not give up the child without an order 
of the Court, “On this occasion, ' stated the 
affidavit, “Julia Cox and her daughter, Vera, 
at first refused to allow my brother to see the 
child. ‘They -threatened my brother with 
violence, and they called in a number of men 
to assist them. These men beat and abused 
my brother and tore his clothes, and took 
away the child in a motor car. They 
threatened ‘that, if my brother would not 
NS the town, they would blow his head 
off. 

The Court made the order sought.

VETERINARY INSPECTOR 
CENSURED. 


“it is clear that Mr. Thompson entirely 
failed to appreciate the feepensiole nature of 
his duties, and adopted methods that made 
it possible for compensation to be paid for 
animals not slaughtered, and even to be paid 
more than once in respect of the same 
animal,’’ 

The above passage occurs in a letter from 
the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs, and 
which was read at last week’s meeting of the 
Portadown Town Council, stating t the 
Ministry had under consideration the report 
of their inspector, Dr. M‘Cloy, consequerit 
on the inquiry recently held by him into cer- 
tain allegations which h been madé 
against Mr. C. G. Thompson, M.R.C.V.5,, 
in relation to the discharge of his duties as 
veterinary inspector under the Bovine Tuber- 
culosis Order, 1926, in the Lurgan district of 
County Armagh and in the Moira, district 
of County Down. 


“A VERY SERIOUS VIEW.” 


The communication added: — “Mr, 
Thompson holds his position subject to the 
approval of the Ministry of Agriculture, and 
the Ministry takes a very serious view of his 
negligence. It does not propose his removal 
rom office, but at the same time it desires 
it to be clearly understood that if any sub- 
stantial ground for dissatisfaction arises in 
future in connection with Mr. Thompson’s 
work he will be immediately dismissed.”’ 

Referring to the principal object of the 
inquiry, the letter states that it was directed 
to ascertain whether a cow belonging to 
Mrs. Brown, Ballinagarrick, which had been 


ordered by Mr. Thompson to be slaughtered 
on the 20th July, 1926, and on which he 
reported that he had held a _  post- 
mortem examination, was the same cow which 


was subsequently found on her farm on the 
13th September, 1926. i 

It was not proved, the letter concludes, 
that there was deliberate substitution of 
another cow for Mrs. Brown’s, but the 
evidence shows sufficiently that Messrs. 
M‘Neice and Hamill, the owners of the 
slaughterhouse, are unfitted to be entrusted 
with work under the Bovine Tuberculosis 
Order, 1926, and the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture has accordingly given instructions that 
their premises are not to be used for the 
slaughter of animals under the Order.

THE OBJECTION. 


ALLEGATION OF POLITICAL 


PROPAGANDA. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) objected to the ex- 
penditure of £26 upon the visit of Mr. 
Winston Churchill, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. He objected to money, he said, 
being spent in this way upon political 
haranguers. , 

The Minister of Finance—I do not think 
‘that that is a proper expression to use about 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in Britain, 

Mr. McMullan—It: is not nearly so bad as 
some of the expressions that you used about 
the same gentleman in 1912. 

The Chairman (Mr. Moles)—What happened 
in 1912 or 1786 has nothing to do with this 
vote. — 

Mr. - Beattie—Well, 1 will withdraw the 
expression, for I remember following this 
gentleman once to Celtic Park and heard him 
making one of his finest speeches in favour of 
Home Rule; but. this money should only be 
spent in the interest ot the province and not 
for political propaganda. This gentleman 
was here for political propaganda. 

The Minister of Finance—No. 

Mr. Beattie repeated that Mr. Churehill was 
in Belfast in the interest of political pro- 
nage on behalf of the Government party. 

e also thought, he said, that this expendi- 
ture should come under the control of the 
Auditor-General, and not be certified only by 
the Minister of. Finance. 

Mr. Robert Crawford (Unionist) said that 
there was a balance of £850 in this fund, 
and he did not think that a further vote was 
necessary. He thought that all the balances 
should be handed back to the Exchequer, and 
the necessary vote made annually. 


he was in agreement with the last speaker. 
He thought that Mr. Churchill came over as 
the guest of the Belfast Chamber of Com- 
merce, but the cost was being charged to the 
Government. 

THE CHANCELLOR'S POLICY. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) moved a reduction of 
£25 in the vote. He thought, he said, that 
the House should not extend hospitality to 
Mr. Winston Churchill for a variety of 
reasons. Personally, he was absolutely op- 
posed to Mr. Churchill’s policy in a hundred 
and one ways, and it was only quite recently 
that members of the Government were con- 
verted to his policy. No one desired to decry 
the position of the Chancellot of the Ex- 
chequer in Great Britain, but he only desired 
to criticise the particular circumstances under 
which Government hospitality was extended 
to the present occupier of that position. 
So ‘far as he was’ aware. the 
Chamber of Commerce invited. the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’ over here, 
and for the life of him he could not see why 
the Government should extend hospitality when 
it had already been extended by the Chamber 
of Commerce. To-morrow or next year this 
same gentleman may return again, and he 
(Mr. Kyle) would like to know the position. 

The Chairman Ea Moles) reminded Mr. 
Kyle that when discussing a leading states- 
man and the Minister of another Parliament 
it was the invariable rule to speak of that 
personality with respect. 

Mr. Kyle said that he spoke with every 
respect of the office. 

Mr. Moles—That is for me to judge, and J 
disagree, 

Mr. Kyle said that he spoke what was in 
his mind, and did not care if the Govern- 
ment agreed with him or not. He had a 
right to protest against the House spending 
this money on hospitality when all members 
of the House were not included in that 
hospitality. 

INISTER AND THE OBJECTION. 

Mr, Pollock, Minister of Finance, charac- 
terised the comments of the Opposition on 
the vote as objectionable. Mr. Churchill he 
described as a man who had done great 
service to Northern Jreland, and, although he 
came to address the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Government thought that 
it would be a great slur if he was allowed to 
go away without receiving the hospitality of 
the Government, 

Mr. O’Neill—Since when did Mr. Churchill 
render such great service to this province? 

Mr. Pollock—Since he became Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

Mr. McMullen—Since he signed the Treaty. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr, Pollock—If we allowed him to depart 
without offering him official hospitality we 
would be insultine a great English statesman 
who has done a lot for this province, 

The amendment to reduce the vote was 
defeated by 19 votes to 4. 


THE FINANCE BILL. 

Mr. Pollock, in moving the Finance Bill, 
said that it was designed to give effect to the 
subjects outlined in his Budget statement. 
The new scale of entertainment tax exempts 
all charges under 6d. to picture houses, 
theatres and indoor entertainments. 

Several members urged that the exemption 
of football matches from the tax should be 
continued, even if ‘there was given on such 
football grounds at the half-time interval a 
free ta of greyhound racing with a 
mechanical hare, 

The Minister of Finance said that he could 
not agree to the proposal. If a taxable amuse- 
ment were introduced into a non-taxable 
entertainment the full tax would be paid 

Mr. Gyle said that this greyhound racing 
with a mechanical hare was a new industry in 
Northern Ireland, and all new industries 
should be encouraged. The idea of having 
these free displays at intervals at football 
matches was to introduce this form of grey- 
hound racing to the public. He urged that 
this should be exempt from the tax for several 
years to entourage this form of sport; which 
was, in his opinion, more desirable than 
ordinary coursing. 

Mr: McMullan. (Labour) put forward an 
amendment exempting such exhibitions from 
the entertainment tax, but this was defeated 
by eighteen votes to six. 

MUSICAL SOCIETIES. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) sugyested that 
societies like the Belfast Philharmonic 
Society, which were largely of an educational 
character, should be exempt from the enter- 
tainment tax, 

The Minister of Finance said that, there 
were so many of these societies throughout 
the province of a minor character that the 
Minister would require to carefully investi- 
gate before he could give such an under- 
taking. i 
The Minister of Finance moved a new 
clause, the effect of which was to exempt 
agricultural shows from the entertainment 
tax, even when they introduce horse jumping 
displays and similar entertainment. 
Mr. MeMullan (Unionist) suggested that 
this could also apply to horticultural shows, 
sa Chichester also advocated this exemp- 
tion.

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SUCCESS OF MISSIONARY 
WORK IN UGANDA. 
Presiding at the annual meeting of the 
Hibernian Church Missionary Society, held 
yesterday in the Metropolitan Hall, Dublin, 
the Bishop of Derry spoke of the early history 
of the Church in Uganda, which now was. 
he said, the finest instance we had of the 

success of missionary work. 

The Rev. W. H. Hewitt. Principal of St.

An Aspect of Nationhood. 
A fortnight ago, in Dáil Eireann, the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs made a 
fierce. attack on the Dublin postal staffs, 
charging them roundly with indisciplins 
and incompetence. On Wednesday the 
annual conference of the Post Office 
Workers’ Union passed a resolution which 
protested against Mr. Walsh’s “‘ vicious, 
malignant. and unfounded charges” and 
demanded his dismissal. Five persons 
spoke for the resolution, and to-day it is 
announced that they have been suspended 
“indefinitely ” from their postal duties. 
We predict with confidence that the 
suspension will be withdrawn. In this 
matter Mr. Walsh has disqualified him- 
self for the office of Rhadamanthus. Public 
opinion holds that both sides are guilty, 
and the Government cannot afford to defy 
public opinion on the eve of a general 
election. The postal workers’ resolution 
was outragedus, but the attack which pro- 
voked it was equally outrageous—more 
outrageous, indeed, since Ministers are 
supposed to be exemplars of high standards 
of conduct. Mr. Walsh has been Post- 
master-General for nearly five years, and 
if, at the end of that period, the condition 
of the Dublin district is rotten, his indict- 
ment of it is an indictment of himself. 
His real offence, however, was his gross 
breach of the tradition that a Minister 
must be the defender of his own depart- 
ment, Ministers may punish privately, 
but their first public duty is to “stand 
up ” for their subordinates. When that 
tradition is dishonoured, as Mr. Walsh 
has dishonoured it, neither efficiency nor 
loyalty can exist in the service of the 
nation. 

As a danger signal Mr. Walsh’s lapse 
has much significance for the Free State. 
Civilisation is the result of mankind's 
accumulated experience. Its traditions 
and conventions, even when they seem to 
be cumbrous or merely ceremonial, have 
survived the test of time by virtue of a 
real utility. .A young nation easily may 
be tempted to despise convention and to 
find pleasure in the making of its own 
precedents. We hope that the Free State 
will be slow to disregard the decencies and 
the seemliness which inform the public life 
of Europe. It will make no mistake if 
it abides faithfully by the traditions 
which have made the British Parliament 
and the British Civil Service models for 
the whole world; and of all these tradi- 
tions one of the most sacred is the tradition 
of a Minister's duties and responsibilities. 
A not less precious function in the ordering 
and sweetening of a country’s social life 
is performed by the conventions which, 
dating from the days of the. medieval 
guilds, govern the relations of members 
of the learned professions with one another 
and with the public which they serve. 
Have recent changes weakeried the 
sanctions of professional etiquette in the 
Free State, impairing those niceties of 
conduct which at once illustrated and 
sustained strict codes of professional 
honour? During the present week a 
doctor, giving evidence in a law suit, said 
that ‘etiquette in the medical profession 
in Mayo was unknown.” If this state- 
ment is true even of one Irish county, it 
indicates the beginning of a process of 
demoralisation for which the country may 
pay dearly. | 

The Irish Free State is not a raw be- 
ginner, but an old land which has kept 
the best company in the ‘past; and she 
will be false to that past if she forgets 
the principle of noblesse oblige. Her 
people have to-day, more urgently than 
in any former century, a duty to cultivate 
good manners—in a sense of the term 
as all-embracing as St. Paul's word 
“charity.” They must deal courteously 
with other ‘nations. They must practise 
good “manners—which imply, integrity

Typhus Fever. 


An outbreak of typhus fever in County 
Donegal has caused much alarm. Two 
cases of the disease have been notified in 
Londonderry during the past six weeks, 
and the executive sanitary officer recently 
attributed both to communication with the 
infected area across the border. Cases, 
unhappily, are not infrequent in Dublin, 
and there are two places in the West and 
North-West of Ireland where typhus fever 
is regarded as endemic. In England the 
disease now is virtually unknown. . The 
story is told in Irish medical circles that 
an eminent English physician, lecturing 
to his students, diagnosed a patient’s 
disease as measles. After the lecture an 
Irish doctor, who chanced to be present, 
suggested privately that the case was one 


fessed that he had been puzzled by certain 
symptoms, and had failed to identify them 
for the simple reason that he never before 
had seen a typhus case. Typhus fever, 
which man now almost has overcome, is 
a disease of great antiquity: The 
pestilence of Athens, described by Thucy- 
dides, has been identified with the malady 
that still lurks in Dublin’s.tenements... In 
time of war typhus fever has been more 
destructive than cannon or sword. - It 
ravaged the armies of the Napoleonic and 
Crimean campaigns and raged in South, 
Africa during the Boer War. During:the 
Gréat War typhus affected all the fronts 
save those of Flanders, France and Italy, 
and caused especially high mortality in 
Serbia. In rural Ireland the traditional 
dread of “ the fever house ” is a relic of 
the horrors of 1847 and 1848, when typhus 
fever desolated the famine-stricken 
population and was spread overseas by the 


ago there were 1,500 deaths annually from 
typhus fever. in England. That the 
disease since then has been reduced in 
England to a matter of mere historical 
interest is due to measures of prevention 
rather than to cure. Overcrowding. of 
human beings in places where air space 
is deficient is one of the prime causes of 
outbreaks. Destitution and hunger, by 
lowering resistance, create the conditions in 
which the malady spreads. Vermin are 
the vehicles of contagion. Modern sanita- 
tion and improved standards of living, 
therefore, are the weapons which have 


peoples and armies. The lack of these 
amenities is the ‘cause of the ‘persistence 
of the evil in Ireland, If typhus fever 
remains endemic within the Irish shores, 
it is “because numbers of our people 
dwell in conditions more unhealthy than 
those of the Western Front. In_ the 
cottages of the congested districts and in 
the city slums typhus fever still has a 
breeding-ground; and medical officers at 
any Dublin hospital will testify that a 
vast proportion of the poor to-day is dwell- 
ing in a state of shocking malnutrition.

becomes atrborne a heavy strain is im- 
posed on wheels and tyres by even 
slight inequalities of surface. It. is 
vitally important to keep the machine 
absolutely straight in order to avoid any 
side strain on the tyres, and the mile of 
runway -was specially marked to guide the 
pilot during these anxious moments. 

Each tyre and wheel of the Hawker 
“Horsley” had to take a load. of over 
three tons, and, though exhaustive tests 
had shown that undercarriage, wheels and 
tvres were adequate, there was always the 
danger of a slight bump, unimportant 
under normal conditions, throwing all the 
weight of six tons sideways on to any one 
wheel. The fact that one tyre did burst 
‘before the actual start, and while the

GALWAY, Friday. 

The North German Lloyd Company’s 
steamship Miinchen arrived from New 
York at Galway early, this morning. 

This is the first Trans-Atlantic liner that 
has called at Galway Port for thirty years, 
and the occasion was marked by rejoicing 
in the city and county. At six o'clock 
a.m. a goodly party was waiting at the 
quayside to see the tender, the Duh 
Aengus, leave her berth to meet the liner, 
which was coming into the roads, about 
two miles away. 

Flags, bunting, and banners of welcome 
were strung along the quays and docks 
and the main approaches to the harbour. 

On board the tender were’ over twenty 
people bound for Cherbourg or’ Bremen, 
among them. being the Duc de Stacpoole, 
Woodlawn, Co. Galway; Canon W, 
Murphy, Kingstown; Dr. D. V. Morris, 
Galway; Dr. P. H. McDonagh, Kings- 
town, and the Rev. P. Gray, Longford. 

Captain Meskell, of Galway, piloted the 
liner into. the roads, and when the tender 
drew ..alongside -her,. her band played 
“Come Back to Erin.” Her three tiers of 
decks were -crowded. . Greetings: were 
exchanged, and the flags of the United 
States of America and the Irish Free State 
were waved, , From the Munchen s: top- 
mast floated the Free State tricolour, and 
from the stern hung the flag of the 


.German Republic. 


RECEPTION OF DELEGATES. 


When the delegates Írom various public 
bodies in Galway went aboard with the 
Irish agents of the North German Lloyd 


‘Company, they were escorted to the dining 


saloon, where they were received by the 
liner’s captain, Mr. G. Wittstein;. the 
Bremen Agent of the Company, Herr W. 


Klose, and the First Officer, Mr. F. 
Krone: 

Mr. J. O'Keeffe, representing the 
Limerick Steamship Company, Irish 


Agents for the North German Lloyd, in- 
troduced the various delegations. 

Mr. O’ Keeffe said that in the matter of 
this call at Galway by the Miinchen every- 
thing had come up to expectations. He 
had to thank the various Galway public 
bodies and the owners of the Dun Aengus 
for the. assistance given to them. This 
call might be looked upon as setting up 
in Galway a rival to another Irish port. 
He did not think that that was so. The 
calls would bring additional Irish- 
Americans to Galway, and it was well- 
known that a very considerable portion 
of the Irish population in America came 
primarily from Connaught. 

Mr. Martin McDonagh, Chairman of the 
Galway Harbour Commissioners, said that 
he had been speaking with Captain 
Wittstein, who had told him that he could 
not see what trouble could come to a liner 
in Galway Bay, unless one looked for 1t. 
Anybody could pilot a liner into the 
roads. 

Mr. T. N. Redington, Secretary, then 
read the address from the Harbour Com- 
missioners. 

Mr. W. G. Fogarty, Secretary to the 
Galway County Council, in presenting an 
illuminated address to Captain Wittstein, 
said nothing had happened, for a long 
time that held a greater significance for 
the future prosperity of their port than 
the coming of the Miinchen. 

Mr. John Burke presented an address 
from the Galway Urban Council, extend- 
ing a Cead Mile Failte to the Munchen. 

s address presented by the Galway 
Chamber of Commerce was written in 
English and Irish. Professor Liam 
O’Brian read the address in Irish, and 
Mr. J. O’Kelly-Lynch read it in English. 


A NAUTICAL WEDDING. 


Mr. O’Kelly Lynch then performed the 
pretty ceremony of wedding, with gold 
Claddagh rings, the North German. Lloyd 
Company to Galway. He placed the 
rings on the fingers of the captain, first 
officer and Herr Klose. | 

Dr. Michael Davitt, Vice-President of 
the Galway Chamber of Commerce, said 
that it gave him great pleasure and no 
small pride to be present at what would 
later be termed a historic gathering.. The 
last two or three weeks in Galway had 
been anxious ones, and those of them who 
had the project at heart were satisfied 
that it had gone off in the best possible 
fashion. “They would all remember the 
work of Herr Klose. The schemes pro- 
jected for Galway would certainly make 
their port one of the finest in the world. 

Mr. Redington, on behalf of the Galway 
Woollen Mills, presented Captain Witt- 
stein with a fine Galway rug. : 

Mr. T. Kenny said that Galway was the 
safest harbour in the world. They had 
adeguate tender accommodation in the 
port. 

‘Addresses of welcome were also pre- 
sented by the Clare County Council and 
from University College, Galway (by Dr.

Captain Wittstein, in reply, acknow- 
ledged the very high honour that had 
been bestowed upon him, as the repre- 
sentative of the company and as captain 
of the ship. . He‘ appreciated it very much. 
He was both proud and glad that he had 
visited Galway. He welcomed the deputa- 
tions as the guests of the North German 
Lloyd on board the Miinchen, and ex- 
pressed the hope that its visit to Galway 
would cement a lasting association be- 
tween their country and his. 

Captain Wittstein then proposed the 
toast of the port of Galway and the whole 
population of the Irish Free State, and it 
was received with enthusiasm. 

Herr Klose, also replying, said that it 
was a great: honour to him to be present 
on this memorable occasion. He thanked 
those present, on behalf. of the North 
German Lloyd; for the welcome given to 
the ship.

TRIBUTES TO MEMBERS AND 
SPEAKER, 


When the business was concluded yester- 
day, President Cosgrave said :—I. do not 
propose to impose unduly on the time of 
the House at this final stage; but, in ‘view 
of the historical circumstances of our 
times, it is but just and right that I 
should briefly review the work of this, 
the fourth, Dail. 

This is the concluding stage of the first 
Dail which met free from external or 
internal aggression. It had to discharge 
much more onerous and much: more far- 
reaching business than fell to any of its 
predecessors. During its four years of 
life all the compensation claims of the 
pre-truce period have been dealt with, .and 
in the case of post-truce claims there 
remains some 400 cases to be disposed of 
out of nearly 20,000 cases. 


192 ACTS. 


We have passed through the Oireachtas 
in the four years of the fourth Dail 183 
public and nine private Acts, and at the 
conclusion of its. existence two public 
bills of major importance have not been 
finally completed in the Dail. Some of 
the measures absorb a large amount of 
Parliamentary time by reason of their 
nature—such as Appropriation Acts— 
which follow an examination of the 
estimates of expenditure over the whole 
field of public service. 

In addition to completing the Currency 
Bill and the Dentists Bill, the main 
Appropriation Bill for the year 1927-28 
will fall for consideration by the. new 
Dail on its assembly. It is fair to say 
that, whatever may be the wish of the 
electorate, these three bills, or variations 
of them, must be dealt with by the new 
Executive Council. 

We finish this session much indebted 
to the members of the Dail. We feel a 
pardonable pride in membership of the 
fourth Dail by reason—apart from its 
historical significance—of its close atten- 
tion to business, of the very many and 
generous efforts to improve the bills in- 
troduced, of the courtesy which has been 
its distinguishing characteristic, and of 
the minute and careful examination of 
the estimates. The work has been for 
the members of the Dail exacting, and it 
would be but natural that the strain 
should have its effect. 

During that long and eventful period 
the Oireachtas has laid the foundation 
of the State—it has made a big contri- 
bution to the history of its period in the 
work it has done. 


FROM WAR TO PEACE. 


We have lived in the Fourth Dail from 
a time fraught with the consciousness of 
danger to the period in which we have 
enjoyed the consciousness of peace. The 
institutions which the Oireachtas. has 
established have contributed towards 
easing that difficult situation. ' 

The Dail has done its work well. It 
owes much to the ability, forbearance, 
tact and good-will of you, a Chinn 
Comhairle. The Dail made an advance 
in Parliamentary integrity when it decided 
that the holder of the Office’ of Ceann 
Comhairle should be removed from the 
sphere of political controversy. That 
decision implies a remarkable appreciation 
of the manner in which you, -sir, have 
discharged the duties of your high office ; 
it is an expression of our confidence in 
your wisdom and judgment. Indeed, | 
might say that in the minds of most of 
us the term Ceann Comhairle and Deputy 
Micheal O hAodha are synonymous. 


LEADER OF OPPOSITION. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, leader of the 
Opposition, said that he joined with the 
President in expressing appreciation of 
the work of the Dail, and particularly the 
S:-aker. It was an important fact that 
a body of elected persons had been able 
to meet and discuss legislative proposals 
which, however wrong in the opinion of 
their opponents, had become law. Perhaps, 
in. fifty years’ time historians would look 
back to this period and say, “What a 
great time it was to live in.”

Courten C.B., D.L.; late Master of 
High Court of Justice in Ireland (King's 
Bench Division), and late Colonel’ Command- 
ing the 3rd and 4th (Cameronians) Scottish 
Rifles in the South African War.
